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Norma E. Ferguson Cervantes appeals the district court’s
j udgnent dism ssing her conplaint and affirmng the
Commi ssi oner’s deci sion denying her claimfor Social Security
disability insurance benefits. Cervantes argues that the
admnistrative |law judge (“ALJ”) erred by failing to consider the
conbi ned effects of her inpairnments and by di scounting the
opinion of Dr. Childers. Cervantes challenges the ALJ' s

determ nation that she had the residual functional capacity to

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performa broad range of |ight exertional work. Cervantes al so
makes argunents related to the appropriate onset date for her
mental disability.

The record shows that the ALJ considered Cervantes’s
physi cal and nental inpairnments when making his disability

determ nation. See Loza v. Apfel, 219 F.3d 378, 393 (5th Cr.

2000). The record al so supports the ALJ's decision to afford
little weight to Dr. Childers’s opinion. See 20 CFR § 404. 1527.
The ALJ' s determ nation that Cervantes has the residual
functional capacity to performa significant range of |ight work

i's supported by substantial evidence. See Leggett v. Chater,

67 F.3d 558, 564 (5th Cr. 1995). Because the ALJ s

determ nation that Cervantes is not disabled is supported by
substanti al evidence, we do not reach her argunents concerning
the onset date of her nental disability.
